anadian Studies programs have been established in numerous 
Coe and universities in Canada, and Canadian subjects are 
now taught in post-secondary institutions in some 29 countries around 
the world. The remarkabie growth of Canadian Studies during the 
past 25 years has created a demand for basic reading guides to many 
branches of Canadian scholarship. 

This Canadian Studies Resource Guide to Canadian Women’s 
Studies/Feminist Research is one of nine, prepared to date, designed 
for readers first coming to a new area of study. Each is written by a 
distinguished specialist or specialists in the related field. This guide 
includes an introductory overview of the subject, an annotated list 
of significant works, suggestions for further reading, and some 
information on women’s organizations in Canada. 

The Canadian Research Institute for the Advancement of Women 
(CRIAW), which coordinated the preparation of this guide, is a 
national non-governmental organization, founded in April 1976. 
Central to CRIAW’s vision are three key words: research, 
advancement, and women. CRIAW facilitates and supports

Foreword — 


t is a pleasure, and an honour, to be able to present this resource 
I guide on Canadian Women’s Studies/Feminist Research published 
by the Government of Canada. The development of women’s studies 
in Canada over the past 25 years has been a dramatic success story 
and one that is not sufficiently known. We hope that this publication 
will allow more people to better understand the impact that women’s 
studies has had on post-secondary educational institutions, on research 
and on Canadian society in general. We have written this publication 
for a varied audience - from Canadian women taking courses in 
women’s studies to people living outside Canada who want to know 
more about the country and who are perhaps intrigued by the weight 
of feminism in Canadian intellectual production. 

We have tried to keep the format of this document fairly similar to 
others in the same series but at the same time taking account of the 
specific characteristics of women’s studies. The list of key Canadian 
works touches all areas - from literature through philosophy to 
sociology - and therefore we decided to annotate the entries briefly 
to make the list more accessible. There will certainly be some debates 


about works left out, or works put in, and we can only underline the 


objective of producing an acceptable compromise between the 
broadest list and the shortest list. Our apologies in advance to those 
people who were not included and who should have been. 

We have also included certain information - on national women’s 
organizations, on advisory councils across the country - that reflects 
the strong links between the women’s movement and women’s 
studies. These community ties are integral to the development of 
women’s studies. 

It will be noticed that this document does not have exactly the 
same title in English as in French - Canadian Women’s Studies/ 
Feminist Research and Les études feministes au Canada. This is an 
extremely complicated question - different post-secondary programs 
call themselves women’s studies, feminist studies, gender studies. 
These complexities are multiplied by the use of French and English 
as meanings are socially constructed and therefore literal translations 
are not necessarily adequate nor do they necessarily convey similar 
meanings. After much discussion, the Advisory Committee decided 
that the most satisfactory solution was to use Canadian Women’s 
Studies/Feminist Research in English and Les études feministes 


au Canada in French. 


We hope that the large numbers of people who teach, study, do 
research in women’s studies/feminist research will see themselves in 
this document and that it will stimulate discussion and debate on the 
evolution of women’s studies in Canada. CRIAW was delighted to be 


involved in this process.

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Women’ Ss Studies/ 
Feminist Research: 


O ver the past quarter century women’s studies and feminist 
research have been among the major new developments in 
Canadian higher education. From the first courses in women’s studies 
starting around 1970, almost all Canadian universities now offer women’s 
studies, and graduate programs are developing. Teachers and students in 
women’s studies have overcome a whole variety of institutional obstacles 
to achieve this major transformation in Canadian higher education. 

Feminist research has developed along a “double track” process, 
within specific disciplines (with interdisciplinary and multidisciplinary 
connections) and as a growing discipline in and of itself. Feminist 
research begins from women’s experience of exclusion. It is concerned 
not only with the study of women and gender relations, but also with 
correcting earlier research whose concepts had evolved in relation to a 
partial view of reality. Feminist research may suggest new subjects for 
study (e.g., illnesses primarily experienced by women) or new angles 
on existing subjects (such as incorporating housework into the concept 
of work). Feminist research has the effect of changing our evaluation 
of the perceived importance of women in society; enhancing the value 
of activities in which women are involved (e.g., recognizing the 
importance of artists such as Emily Carr); recognizing the threats that 
are inherent in new developments (e.g., reproductive technologies) 


for the well-being of all women and, indeed, society. 


Of course, the development of research and teaching parallels the 
radical changes that have occurred in the status of women and gender 
relations in the second half of the twentieth century both in Canada 
and around the world. The connections among the women’s 
movement, the development of women’s studies and feminist 
research are fundamentally close, but they are also complex and 
fraught with tensions born of complementarity and challenges. 
Although we cannot refer to the social context in the brief overview 
we present here, it is still essential to consider the development of 
post-secondary women’s studies and feminist research as part of the 
determination and the broader movement to transform the role of 
women in Canadian society. 

The development of women’s studies and feminist research 
emerged from a dynamic interaction between grassroots, community- 
based concerns and issues, and those of academe. Women’s groups 
at the national, provincial and local levels, women’s caucuses and 
committees within academic and scientific associations, and a variety 
of other organizational forms allowing the expression of women’s 
interests, brought together feminist researchers and teachers from 
universities and colleges, from community-based groups and from 
government agencies. These exchanges were crucial to the definition 
of issues; as well, organizing around particular issues has influenced 


research and teaching concerns. 


This development was also marked by government involvement 
with women’s groups and support for feminist teaching and research. 
The publication in 1970 of the Report of the Royal Commission on 
the Status of Women, for example, played an important role in 
defining and articulating feminist issues and raising awareness of 
them, and consequently in setting research and teaching priorities. 
More generally, government response to the demands of the women’s 
movement raised questions, but it included the creation of funding 
programs and five women’s studies chairs and the establishment of 
a grant program by the Social Sciences and Humanities Research 
Council of Canada for strategic research in the field of “Women 
and work” and subsequently “Women and change”. 

The development of women’s studies and feminist research must 
also be placed within the overall movement of women’s cultural 
development. This development was a collective effort by women’s 
groups and women researchers and teachers working closely 
together, and it was accompanied by popular movements, artistic 
expressions and government actions. It should be seen as the product 
of dynamic, dialectic interaction between the women’s social 
movement and feminist researchers. The collective, social aspect of 
women’s studies and feminist research can also be seen in the wealth 
of collective works and collections of texts that is particularly 
characteristic of this field. Publications by individual women authors 


do exist, but collective works predominate, as our publications list 


indicates. This is doubtless a characteristic of an emerging field, 
but more importantly, it is a preferred form of expression in 
feminist research. 

The creative tensions of women’s studies are also illustrated by 
the ways in which the Canadian and the international character 
of women’s studies have challenged and stimulated each other. 
Women’s studies in Canada has been influenced by movements 
of Canadianization of university curricula and by the international 
character of feminism, and its literary and scholarly production. 
Women’s studies and feminist research in Canada is both profoundly 


Canadian and profoundly international. 


WOMEN’S STUDIES 


We will begin by a brief overview of the development of women’s 
studies within Canadian higher education before turning to the 
almost impossible task of summarizing the development of feminist 
research in Canada. Our overview covers the development in both 
Anglophone and Francophone universities, developments that draw 
on different traditions and create an overall pattern enriched by 
both cultural heritages. 

The development of women’s studies typically began when 
individuals, almost always women, within post-secondary institutions, 


began to teach courses on women in a variety of disciplines and 


academic units. These areas varied but certain fields - sociology, 
history, French and English literature - were early participants in 
almost every case. 

A second stage resulted from the establishing of means of 
communications among the rapidly growing number of people 
interested and involved in feminist research. Conferences and 
meetings expanded both in number and in size. Journals such as 
Resources for Feminist Research/Documentation sur la recherche 
féministe (RFR/DRF), Atlantis, Canadian Women Studies/Les 
Cahiers de la femme (CWS/CE), and Recherches féeministes were 
created and special issues of other journals published; associations, 
caucuses and committees were set up. 

As mentioned earlier, the development of women’s studies within 
Canadian universities has followed a double track process, both within 
existing disciplines and toward the creation of women’s studies as a 
discipline. In some universities and colleges, the emphasis has been 
toward the creation of courses using a feminist perspective in existing 
academic units. In other universities, the emphasis has been on the 
development of a separate focus, specifically women’s studies. | 

Where courses had begun independently in a variety of 
departments, coordination began to be established between these 
courses, leading to the organization of programs. In turn, the 
organization of programs led to new courses, both within women’s 


studies and within areas that had not created courses up to that point. 


The current stage in the ongoing development, both of discipline- 
based and women’s studies-based programs, focuses on creating 
graduate courses and on strengthening the research component of 
these programs. 

The description in terms of stages should not be understood in a 
mechanistic sense, since different institutions have followed different 
patterns but also because all the programs are constantly evolving as 
the result of new challenges. Indeed, the relationships between the 
two tracks, women’s studies as a discipline and women’s studies 
within existing disciplines, should also be seen as a creative tension, 
both between different programs and within each program. Vigorous 
debate occurs over the relative advantages of each of these models 
but, at the same time, there is a recognition of their interrelationship. 
The development of women’s studies as a discipline has been greatly 
influenced by the work done within existing disciplines and, in turn, 
has influenced the transformation of these disciplines. 

The development of women’s studies should be seen as a central, 
but not exclusive, element of the overall strategy to integrate women 
into Canadian post-secondary institutions. This overall strategy has 
three focuses: the development of women’s studies, the inclusion of 
women and gender relations in all subject areas (“mainstreaming”), and 
the improvement of working conditions for women (whether students, 


professors, employees or managers) in post-secondary institutions. 


This overall development has been influenced by the specific form 
and nature of Canadian universities. Their relatively decentralized 
character allowed the first courses to be set up relatively easily, as 
individual women professors expressed an interest in teaching these 
courses. In the same way student pressure for more courses led to 
results, particularly where teachers could be identified. In addition, 
the relative autonomy of Canadian universities in relation to 
government meant that program innovations were not dictated by 
government priorities. The development of women’s studies has 
been influenced by the internal politics of the universities but also 


by pressures from without, from the community, the society and 
the government. tay

FEMINIST RESEARCH 


Summarizing the development of feminist resear 
few pages is a daunting task, because for a quarter century, feminist 
researchers have been shaking up every discipline\ creating a new 
discipline, studying and interpreting nearly every facet of women’s 
lives, and contemplating knowledge and knowing. 

We choose to present this development not by field of study or 
discipline but by using themes that express a certain view of the 
evolution of women’s studies/feminist research. In presenting our 
themes, we will therefore focus on interdisciplinary connections 


rather than the unique features of women’s studies as a discipline. 


First, we would mention that feminist research encompasses 

two types of relationships with so-called traditional disciplines: 

1 They focus on women and gender relations, in order to place 
in perspective the specific characteristics of women and the 
consequences of these characteristics. This type of approach 
is common in disciplines such as the humanities and biology. 

2 They constitute an original approach within each discipline. In this 
context, depending on the discipline, they may seek to highlight 
the contribution of women (e.g., in the arts), develop specific 
teaching techniques (in mathematics), or adapt technologies for 


a female clientele Gin health and engineering). 


For example, needs identified by the women’s health movement 
and women’s health centres have inspired many researchers. 
Women’s specific biology received attention in studies of 
contraceptive methods, on restoring the control of childbirth to 
women, and of environmental effects on the menstrual cycle. 
Research also began on health problems specific to women, such 
as breast cancer, or specific to women’s lives and work such as 
repetitive strain injury. In addition, studies have examined women’s 


relation to the health care system, both as caregivers and as patients. 


Rendering Visible 


Many of the early “classics” in Canadian women’s studies had the central 
objective of documenting and illustrating the contribution of women to 
different facets of Canadian life. Historians looked anew at the past and 
wrote on the role of women in the fur trade, working women’s lives, 
women’s organizations, women’s volunteer activities, and a myriad of 
other aspects of women’s experience in the Canadian past. 
Sociologists explored the present and the situations of women 
in waged and unpaid labour, both in the home and the work force. 
Studies documented how such practices as the highly segregated 
division of labour and the undervaluing of women’s work combine 
to create and to perpetuate systemic inequity for women. Over time, 
this research became more and more precise in the delineation of the 
particular vulnerabilities of minority women, immigrants, Aboriginal 
women, lesbians, women with disabilities. Feminist scholars also 
explored the mobilization of women in unions, in political 
movements and electoral politics. Our sense of the Canadian 
experience became less male; pioneers like Therese Casgrain and 
Agnes MacPhail became better known as did the lives of the factory 
women in nineteenth century Montréal, women in small single- 
industry towns, Prairie farm women, female athletes, women in 
religious communities, Native women in their contact with 


European settlement. 


Needing to establish an experiential base as a way of 
understanding individual women’s lives and of celebrating women’s 
creativity, women’s studies incorporated literature, art and film into 
the teaching programs. Feminist scholars challenged the traditional 
male canons in all forms of aesthetic criticism, first by incorporating 
lost or undervalued women’s work into the curricula, then by 
effecting a transformation in methods of study and standards of 
evaluation. The extraordinary flowering of French and English 
women’s writing in the last generation makes women’s literature 
one of Canada’s most important cultural exports, a development 
nourished both by feminist critics in mainstream institutions and by 
women in such alternative spaces as women’s presses, magazines, 


journals and women’s bookstores. 
Engendering Reality 


Feminist researchers emphasized the role of gender relations in 
understanding the functioning of Canadian society and the place of 
women in this society. A feminist reconsideration of the family took 
place and a wide variety of studies emerged on domestic labour, 
inclusion of housework as work, the nature of the patriarchal family, 
the links between evolving family structures and social policies, and 


reproduction and new reproductive technologies. 


Questions of social reproduction, and therefore the role of 
patterns of socialization and of ideology, were also subjected to 
analysis by feminist scholars. Researchers looked at the area of 
education and the ways in which patterns of education have 
reinforced and transformed existing gender relations. The teaching 
of mathematics, for example, was often done in such a way as to 
discourage young women, thereby preventing them from entering 
those careers and professions requiring mathematics. Education 
was seen to be a powerful tool for change but also a powerful 
reinforcement of sexism, patriarchy and male privilege. The mass 
media, both the conventional media and women-centred media, were 
also examined. Studies emerged about the amount of coverage of 
women and women’s activities, the kind of coverage given, the place 
of women in the mass media industry, the role of media in reinforcing 
and in changing dominant ideologies about gender relations. Feminist 
philosophers were also active in demonstrating the strength of 
existing ideas in maintaining inequality between the sexes, and 
in exploring the contribution of feminist ethics and of feminist 
perspective to the creation of a more egalitarian society. 

Power relationships were also analysed by feminist research. 
Feminist perspective shed light on the study of government policies, 
and an impressive body of studies developed on specific policies, 
how they reflected the power relationships between the sexes and 


how they influenced gender relations (day-care, health, housing, 


development of the welfare state in Canada - but also transportation, 
taxation, defence). Such studies revealed the ways in which 
government policies embodied and reinforced certain perceptions 

of women and certain inequalities between the sexes, but they also 
showed how government policies reflected power relationships based 
on sex and class discrimination in society. Feminist researchers in law 
and criminology studied how laws express and shape gender relations 
but also examined the potential that the field of law itself had to 
change them. 

Research into the labour market and women continued to be 
extensive in Canada, in part because of the vitality of the approach to 
economics in Canada. The Social Sciences and Humanities Research 
Council’s strategic program “Women and Work”, government activity 
in this area and the considerable mobilization efforts by women’s 
groups, which quickly made women’s financial autonomy their 
foremost concern, also contributed. Feminist scholars began to study 
not only the impact of gender relations, but the interrelated impacts 
of gender relations, class relations, ethnicity, sexual orientation, 
language and race. Studies on non-traditional jobs, traditionally female 
jobs, employment equity, the relationship between family 
responsibilities and working life, and the heatth of women workers 


added to knowledge of how gender relations operated in the work 


environment. Feminist researchers in geography also contributed 
by studying the spatial dimensions of the interrelations between 
production and reproduction and the links among housing, work 
and services in the everyday lives of women and men. 

The emphasis on understanding the reality of gender relations 
in Canadian society also led to research into the extent of violence 
against women. The first studies of battered women had a 
considerable impact on public awareness in Canada, the creation 
of services by the women’s movement and government programs. 
Research addressed many different facets of violence against women: 
sexual assault, sexual and sexist harassment in the workplace, 
battered women, pornography, the depiction of violence in literature, 
and the description and evaluation of intervention services. 

These studies demonstrated the need to analyse gender relations 
in order to understand many aspects of life in Canada: our model of 
the welfare state, the organization of our cities, the functioning of 
our workplaces, the operation of our social institutions (churches, 
schools, voluntary associations). They also showed how an analysis 
of gender relations shed light on the status of women - the wage gap 
related to labour market segregation and the division of domestic 
duties; women’s poverty related to violence against women, and 


socialization processes. 


Transferring Knowledge and Knowing 


Women’s studies and feminist research have always seen themselves 
as being practices of transformation and emancipation. They have 
been powerful critics of existing studies and existing methodologies 
while at the same time developing alternative ways of understanding 
reality. Starting from women’s experience of exclusion, women’s 
studies has built up a research practice that implies a profound 
rethinking of conventional research. Some of the key elements in 
this research practice are as follows: 

1 Inclusion of women’s experience when defining key concepts; 
this changes the basic concepts and challenges all disciplines. 

2 Identification of sexism in research and elaboration of non-sexist 
alternatives. This involves challenging the view that research is 
gender-free, pure and neutral. 

3 Inclusion of variables relevant to women when analysing data; 
this requires broadening the data base for all research. 

4 Development of research tools and technologies which allow 
women’s experience to be made visible; this reveals new 
dimensions of all experience. 

5 Greater acceptance of the personal in research. 

Ensuring that women’s experience is not treated as secondary 
to men’s or in the comparative mode. 

7 Ensuring that sex is treated appropriately: included when 


necessary but not included unnecessarily. 


This transformatory character of women’s studies applies also to 
the material used as its base of knowledge. The drive to give voice 
to women has meant that an extremely wide variety of literary and 
artistic sources has been integrated into our understanding of the 
reality of women’s lives. These inclusions are nothing less than 
transformative, an element most evident in the efforts to create 
an interconnected whole of the fragments of women’s lives and 
creative expression. 

Women’s studies and feminist research also link knowledge 
creation with practice. Their aim is the transformation both of 
knowledge (and knowledges) and of practice (and practices). This has 
sometimes led to tensions and uncomfortable relationships within the 
structure of universities but, at the same time, it has led to stimulating 


teaching, research and fruitful community-university interactions. 
Feminist Pedagogy 


Since women’s studies developed out of community-based feminist 
action, it was essential to develop a pedagogy appropriate to 
democratic ideals. Clearly, traditional post-secondary pedagogy is 
inappropriate since it presupposes the professor as “knower” and 
students as “receptors” whose success depends on their ability to 
reproduce the professor’s course material by carrying out various 


tasks normative to particular disciplines. 


In women’s studies, women students are perceived as “knowers” 
whose life experiences afford them knowledge and “expertise”. 
Feminist pedagogy is based on the understanding that women have 
traditionally been silenced in our society - some more than others, 
to be sure - and that women’s studies provides students with the 
opportunity to find and develop their own unique voices, becoming 
empowered through this process. 

In addition to providing students with theoretical frameworks, 
information and appropriate resources, feminist teaching strategies 
include consciousness-raising groups of various kinds, the 


encouragement of class discussion, journal writings, collaborative 


project-oriented work groups, and practica in women’s organizations. 


The sharing of personal experience very often bridges women’s 
isolation, confirming and validating their perceptions of reality. 
Concomitant with this view is the understanding that process is 
as important as course content and modes of evaluation. 

While fostering both cognitive and affective elements in the 
learning process, feminist pedagogy also helps students locate 
themselves in terms of their socio-political and economic realities. 
The use of appropriate feminist pedagogy and teaching strategy 


is integral to the development of women’s studies. 


Struggling with Difference and Differences 


Recent developments in feminist research deal very directly with the 
analysis of and inclusion of differences. Once again the links between 
social practice and research are extremely close, and these questions 
have been raised through protests and challenges and through calls 
for greater inclusion of more varied experiences. This has been a 
difficult and painful process, but at the same time an exciting one, as 
researchers struggle with understanding the ways in which multiple 
hierarchies operate simultaneously. 

The basis for these challenges are numerous - racism, class, 
language, ethnicity, heterosexism, ableism, ageism. These bases 
are not to be understood in a hierarchy, as indeed the intellectual 
and social challenge is to understand the single and composite 
interactions of these variables with those of sex and gender relations. 

These questions have roots in Canadian society, through the kinds 
of questions raised about the relations between Francophone and 
Anglophone women in Canada. Some researchers have looked at 
relations between women’s groups in Canada; others, more recently, 
have looked at Francophone and Anglophone women’s positions on 
the constitution while still other researchers, primarily Francophone 
feminists, have analysed the relationship between nationalism 


and feminism. 
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Aboriginal women have played an important role in Canadian 
women’s studies in opening a debate over the analysis of differences. 
From the earlier struggles over Aboriginal women’s rights to retain 
their status after their marriage to non-Aboriginals to more recent 
debates on constitutional change and Aboriginal rights to self- 
government, Aboriginal women have challenged the conventional 
ways of analysing the interrelations of race, sex and class. 

Lesbian scholars and lesbian activists have also played major roles 
in the emerging sense of what difference means and how this can be 
analysed. They have looked at the ways in which the heterosexism 
of Canadian society acts to exclude voices and experiences, and to 
threaten the lives and livelihoods of lesbians. By allowing the full 
expression of these voices, feminist researchers have undertaken the 
transformative task of rethinking social structures in this country that 
are invisible to the heterosexual majority who do not see the multiple 
ways sexual orientation is socially constructed. 

More recently, immigrant women, women of colour, women with 
disabilities, young and old women, and many others have been adding 
their voices to the multifold and various expression of women’s 
experience with exclusion in Canadian society. These voices are 
being raised, and challenges made, not only to Canadian society 


in general but also within the major institutions of the women’s 


movement and to feminist scholars to initiate and integrate 
inclusionary strategies and practices. The negotiating over power 
relations of all sorts is an exciting challenge, but not an easy one. 

Feminism and feminist research, in its challenging of power 
relationships and structural inequalities, has developed in Canada 
to the point where it intersects with other current major debates 
such as nationalism and racism. Feminist research has addressed the 
constitution, Aboriginal selfgovernment, the elimination of racism, 
and the full range of issues through which Canadian society constructs 
and deconstructs inclusion and exclusion. This development and this 
maturity are not necessarily comfortable - feminist research is strong 
enough to influence the major debates of Canadian society, but these 
are difficult debates and challenging questions. 

In this regard women’s studies and feminist research remain both 
resolutely Canadian and resolutely international. The challenges are 
global and Canadian, as are the solutions. It is the transformation of 
our society and of all society, through the ability to understand and 
to interpret. Women’s studies and feminist research remain firmly 


related to social practice - the goal is understanding, in order to act.
